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Council condenses subcommittees

AGAWAM — The Agawam City 
Council is streamlining the way it 
does business with the consolida- 
tion of its subcommittees and ad 
hoc committees into four broader 


by five council members. 

Previously, many of the sub- 
committees were made up of three 
members. With the consolidation 
of the functions, the council agreed 
five members would be appropri- 
ate for the four subcommittees. 

A finance subcommittee was 
established and will combine the 


functions of the current committee 
on finance, the capital improve- 
ment budget committee and the ad 
hoc community preservation act 
committee. 

The town still has a community 
preservation committee (CPC) 
made up of citizens and town of- 
ficials; the ad hoc function for 


the council considers applications 
from the CPC and makes a recom- 
mendation to the full council. The 
full city council is responsible for 
approving funding for any commu- 
nity preservation act project. 

The new legislative subcommit- 
tee would combine the functions 
of the rules and regulations, ordi- 


nances, and zoning committees. 
The charge of the new committee 
would be reviewing and initiating 
legislation to be considered by the 
council. 

The internal/external relations 
subcommittee was renamed by 
the council through an amendment

Feeding Hills resident 
among participants

SOUTH HADLEY — Slightly-above- 
freezing water temperatures didn’t stop 
more than 200 locals from leaping into 
the chilly Connecticut River this past Sun- 
day during Brunelle’s Marina Leprechaun 
Plunge which raised more than $77,000 for 
charity. 

In its third year, the Plunge has consis- 
tently grown in size, as more and more lo- 
cals pledge to plunge into the cold waters 
of the Connecticut for good causes. More 
than 200 individuals pre-registered for the 
Plunge this year, almost doubling the total 
amount of 2011’s participants. And at least 
2,000 spectators filled the marina’s parking 
lot to watch. 

“It wasn't as bad as I thought,” said Jes- 
sica Bodon of South Hadley, who plunged 
into the 38-degree waters for the Dana 
Farber Jimmy Fund. “It was fun! I'd do it 
again." 


The six charities chosen to benefit from 
this year's event funds were the Dana Far- 
ber Jimmy Fund, the Springfield Shriner's 
Hospital, the Donnie Baker Scholarship 
Fund, the Joe Kareta Scholarship Fund, 
South Hadley youth activities and the South 
Hadley Neighbors Helping Neighbors Food 
Pantry. One hundred percent of the proceeds 
raised were given directly to the six chari- 
ties. 

“It’s awesome,’ said Patrick Chehade. “It 
really is." The Granby resident was a mem- 
ber of the B-Dock Beavers plunging team, 
which chose to raise funds for the Dana Far- 
ber Jimmy Fund. Team member Monique 
Galliher, of Feeding Hills, seconded Che- 
hade's praise. “It’s awesome ... and cold!” 
she said. 

Chehade has participated in the Plunge 
since its start in 2010 but said this year was 
"the best one yet." 

Event co-organizer, Luke Brunelle, 
worked hard to implement improvements 
suggested to his committee over the years. 
This year, stands of bleachers were set up 
in front of the ramp down which plungers 
ran and plummeted into the water, allowing 
for more not-so-brave audience members to

AHS seniors 
receive their 
‘Academic As’

WE parents, brothers, sisters, grandpar- 
ents, and other relatives looking on, 
166 of Agawam High School's 300 seniors — 
the Class of 2012 — recently received special 
recognition for their academic achievements. 

Students were honored with certificates 
— known as the "Agawam Academic A's" — at 
the beginning of the Feb. 28 school commit- 
tee meeting in the auditorium of the Roberta 
G. Doering School. Committee members and 
Agawam City Councilor George Bitzas con- 
gratulated each student after Agawam School 
Superintendent William Sapelli presented the 
certificates to members of this year's gradu- 
ating class. 

The certificates, which are similar to sports 
letters, use the school's brown and orange 
colors and feature the lamp of education. The 
high honors are bestowed each year to those 
students who have maintained a 3.0 (B) cu- 
mulative grade-point average (GPA) during 
their freshman, sophomore, junior years, and 
the first semester of their senior year. There 
was an increase of 28 students from the 138 
students who received this honor in 2011. 

‘Tm proud that the number of students 
receiving this award continues to grow each 
year," said Sapelli. “This growth can be attrib- 
uted not only to the hard work of the students 
but also to their teachers, administrators, and 
parents who have stressed the importance of 
academic excellence." 

Along with the Academic A's certificates, 
students received a special personalized ci- 
tation from the Massachusetts State House 
of Representatives that acknowledged their 
achievements. State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, arranged for the citations and 
had planned to present them to the students 
that evening, but a last-minute conflict pre- 
vented him from attending. 

The certificates have been presented for 
the past 13 years. While approximately 100 
students attended the formal presentation in 
person, even students unable to attend were 
recognized with applause as their names 
were read aloud. 

Former school committee member Susan 
Pettazzoni came up with the idea to create 
a certificate to honor the academic achieve- 
ments of AHS students in their senior year. 

"[ got the idea from a school in Califor- 
nia,” recalled Pettazzoni, who served on the 
committee from 1992 until 2006 and is cur- 
rently the clerk for the West Springfield Town 
Council.

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Welch testifies 
before judiciary 
committee 


WEST SPRINGFIELD - State Sen. James T. Welch 
testified last week before the Joint Committee on the 
Judiciary on Senate Bill 910 — “An Act establishing the 
murder victim families assistance fund." 

The bill establishes a Murder Victims Families As- 
sistance Fund to provide fiscal aid to immediate fami- 
lies of murder victims. A publisher, author, movie or 
television studio or company can voluntarily contribute 
revenues that were earned from a book, movie or tele- 
vision show based on a murder or murders committed 
in the Commonwealth. 

"When a family loses a loved one, especially as a 
result of a criminal act, the impact is felt well beyond 
the tragedy itself," said Welch. "Establishing a fund 
creates an opportunity for those profiting from these 
heinous crimes to give back to families in the Com- 
monwealth who have experienced this type of loss." 

The Victim and Witness Assistance Board shall be 
the custodian of the fund. The Massachusetts Film Of- 
fice will notify relevant parties of the existence of the 
fund. The Office of District Attorney can request dis- 
tribution of the fund to the victim's family.

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Book delves into economic gamble

Agawam Advertiser News Correspondent Christopher 
Faille has published his second book, Gambling with Bor- 
rowed Chips: The Common Misdiagnosis of the Crisis of 
2007-08. 

“There has been a lot of serendipity in the path that led 
me to my present interests and to this book,” said Faille, who 
practiced real estate and housing law in Bridgeport, Conn., 
until he realized that writing about legal issues and finance 
was his true passion. 

“The housing bubble of the first 
years of this millennium, the credit 
crunch of 2007, the stock crash of 
2008, are all in the history books. 
Time travel is impossible, so we can — 
only work forward. My book pro- 
poses that we should be wary of rem- 
edies that amount to hairs of the dog 
that bit us," said Faille, who holds a 
bachelor's degree in political science 
from Poughkeepsie's Marist College 
and a Juris Doctor from Western New 
England School of Law. 

Faille sees “easy money, loose ac- 
counting, entrenched corporate man- 
agements" as the catches that burst 
the bubble that wrecked the U.S. 
economy. He hopes that his book 
will serve as an additional voice in 
the public debate during the slow re- 
building processes. 

“The Federal Reserve cheapened 
credit in order to rescue the U.S. 
economy from the relatively mild 
recession. of 2000-2002, and the 
lending supported by that cheapen- 
ing was bound to put money into the 
hands of people who didn't know 
what to do with it. That is what such a cheapening does and 
the party is what explains the hangover,” said Faille. 

Faille describes his book's ideal audience as an informed 
and engaged group of curious readers interested in the rea- 
sons for the economic collapse. 

“This is not a work written for economics Ph.D. candi- 
dates or finance wonks. It expounds a broad thesis as to what 
did and didn't happen in 2007-2008," said Faille.

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“Along the way, I demonstrate that obscure-sounding con- 
cepts from banking, monetary economics, and accounting 
practice don’t have to be obscure. Once broken down into 
their component parts, they lie open to the grasp of old-fash- 
ioned common sense.” 

One of Faille’s earliest stories for Agawam Advertiser 
News was not finance-related. Instead, it was a review of 
the Robert Romer book, Slavery in the Connecticut Valley of 
Massachusetts. Much of his work since has been about busi- 
ness and economic issues, from covering stories about capi- 
tal improvement projects at Six Flags to a front-page piece 
about mayoral candidate views of the 
town’s business climate. 

“I began writing for Agawam Ad- 
vertiser News in the fall of 2010 and 
continue to do so, although my writing 
recently has slowed due to the press 
of matters relating to the publication 
of this book. I hope to get back to it 
shortly," said Faille. His first book, a 
political history of the U.S. Supreme 
Court, entitled The Decline and Fall of 
the Supreme Court, was published in 
1995. 

From 2000 until 2008, the En- 
field, Conn. resident wrote for Lipper 
HedgeWorld, a now-defunct news or- 
ganization dedicated to the reporting 
of hedge funds. 

"[ stayed with Lipper HedgeWorld 
rght through that acquisition and 
was still there when the news opera- 
tion was closed down as a cost-saving 
move by the parent company, Thomas 
Reuters. I had helped over eight years 
to pioneer a new journalistic beat and I 
treasure the experience," said Faille. 

Faille makes regular contributions 
to Forbes.com and AllAboutAlpha on 
investment advice and Wall Street hap- 
penings. He has also been published in Reason magazine.

arch is Colorectal Cancer Awareness 

Month, which provides us with an 
important reminder that people over the age 
of 50 need to have a baseline colonoscopy 
performed. According to the Centers for 
Disease and Prevention Control, if everyone 
had this test, over 60 percent of deaths from 
this type of cancer could be avoided. 

The test does two things. First, it allows 
doctors to find precancerous polyps so they 
can be removed before they turn into cancer. 
And second, screening can result in early di- 
agnosis of the disease, when treatment often 
leads to a cure. 

Statistics show colorectal cancer (cancer 
of the colon or rectum) is the second leading 
cause of cancer deaths in this country. Ev- 
ery year, more than 140,000 Americans are 
diagnosed with the disease and more than 
50,000 people die from it. 

The problem with identifying it is there 
are often no symptoms until it has advanced 
in the body. Symptoms that do occur can in- 
clude blood in bowel movements or stomach 
pain, aches or cramps that do not go away 
and weight loss without any explanation. 
Although these symptoms can result from 
other conditions, it is important to see a doc- 
tor if you are experiencing any of them. 

Many insurance plans and Medicare pay 
for at least part of the test. However, men and 
women aged 50 to 64 who are underinsured 
or uninsured and meet specific criteria can 
access testing through the CDC's Colorec- 
tal Cancer Control Program. In addition, 
according to their Website, these screening 
services are integrated with other publicly 
funded health programs or clinics that serve 
underserved populations whenever pos- 
sible, such as CDC's National Breast and 
Cervical Early Detection Program, CDC's 
WISEWOMAN Program, and the Health 
Resources and Services Administration's 
Health Centers. 

In other words, although some people 
avoid having a colonoscopy because drink- 
ing the liquid required the night before can 
be unpleasant or they think they cannot af- 
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ford it, there is no good reason 
for anyone not to be tested. It 
is far better to remove polyps 
and prevent the disease or catch 
it early than to suffer and die 
from something that could have 
been prevented or stopped in its 
tracks. 

We hope that our readers will 
take this advice to heart. The old 
adage, “an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,” certainly 
applies, and can make the differ- 
ence between life and death.

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our pew at Sacred Heart Church in Feeding Hills, 
Mrs. Ziegert would follow with her brood to oc- 
cupy the seat behind us. We were Sunday morn- 
ing acquaintances. I didn’t know much about their 
lives until the morning of April 16, 1992 when I 
picked up the morning paper to discover that Lisa, 
their 24 year-old daughter had been abducted. 

Lisa was a beautiful young woman who worked 
as a teacher’s aide in the Agawam Middle School 
and had a part-time job at a local card and gift 
shop. She disappeared from the shop sometime 
between 8:30 and 9 on the evening of April 15, 
leaving only a smear of blood on the back door as 
testimony of her kidnapping. 

Our small Massachusetts community was 
devastated. Lisa’s picture appeared everywhere 
as police and the FBI searched to find her. Four 
days later on Easter Sunday, I recall saying a si- 
lent prayer that she would be found. Her partially 
clothed body was discovered that afternoon in a 
remote wooded area of our town. We would not 
know until months later that she had been raped 
and was killed with a single knife wound to the 
throat. 

Investigations into her death brought forth 
no viable suspects. A year passed. On Easter of 
1993, Mrs. Ziegert and her family stood at the en- 
trance of our church and distributed white ribbons 
in remembrance of Lisa. They were hopeful that 
the airing of her story on “Unsolved Mysteries" 
would bring forth some new information. It did 
not. Her killer or killers were still at large. 

For many of those 20 years, Mrs. Ziegert has 


distributed white ribbons on Easter morning. 
During that time there have been happy and sad 
occasions for this family. Their faith and strength 
is remarkable as they relive their heartache while 
supporting other families who have lost their chil- 
dren. 

Each time I view an episode of “Cold Case" 
on television, I hope that somehow a clue will 
emerge and Lisa's case will be reopened and 
solved. I will not be in Massachusetts on Easter 
sunday this year, but I won't need a white rib- 
bon to remind me of this young life taken by the 
hands of a monster that has managed to get away 
with murder.

Currently in Massachusetts, a victim has 27 
years from his or her 16th birthday to come 
forward. This bill was extended in 2006 from 
15 years to the current 27 years. I person- 
ally told my story at the Boston Statehouse 
to help extend this timeframe. I also hosted 
safety events in Chicopee in 2008 and 2009 
at the Knights of Columbus. My key reasons 
for doing so were to protect children. 

Since these events I have not stopped talk- 
ing and educating people. Today, I continue 
to speak at Holyoke Community College and 
the Springfield Technical Community Col- 
lege Police Academy frequently thanks to 
retired Police Chief of Granby, Louis Barry. 

I am also one of the trainers with Enough 
Abuse Campaign (www.enoughabuse.org) 
who is working with Dr. Stephen Boos at 
Baystate Medical Center. He will be the key- 
note Speaker at the Child Flag raising cer- 
emony in Springfield in April during Child

REGION — Five municipal parks in the Hampshire and 
Hampden county areas — including one right here in Agawam 
— will transition from using synthetic petrochemical fertiliz- 
ers and pesticides to using organic practices and materials. 
These parks attract thousands of visitors each year, creating 
an ideal opportunity to demonstrate the benefits and beauty 
of organic lawn care. 

Participating municipal parks are: 

School Street Park, Agawam, located within within walk- 
ing distance of the Connecticut River, School Street Park 
features 50 acres of land with four multi-purpose athletic 
fields, a handicap accessible playscape, a basketball court, 
shuffleboard and bocce ball courts, walking trails, picnic ta- 
bles, and a historic barn. The park has a high volume of adult 
and children using its facilities. 

Look Park, Northampton, which offers recreational oppor- 
tunities for walkers, runners, bikers, and other users. One of 
its focal points is a grass 2,200-person capacity outdoor con- 
cert theatre.

Greenwood Park in Longmeadow abuts Greenwood Cen- 
ter, which houses the Council on Aging and the Longmeadow 
Park and Recreation Childcare Center. The Childcare Center 
uses Greenwood Park daily for its outdoor activities, as does 
the Council on Aging for certain seasonal events. 

Town Center Park, Ludlow, where town officials plan to 
use TURI funding to transition the park into a pesticide- and 
petrochemical-free space. The park, which hosts a summer 
community concert series, is located in a highly visible area 
in the center of town and the concert series is well attended. 

Wistariahurst Museum Grounds, Holyoke, which was 
given to the city of Holyoke in 1959 for cultural and educa- 
tional purposes. The grounds contain extensive ornamental 
gardens and an expansive lawn. The museum is home to the 
Master Gardener’s Association and hosts weekly meetings 
and multiple plant sales and regional conferences throughout 
the year. 

In addition to their actual lawn care programs, each park 
will participate in an extensive public awareness and promo- 
tion campaign including workshops and seminars, display 
banners, lawn signs, brochures, and promotions at local park 
events.

watch. Additionally, the Ledges Golf Course 
and PVPA offered up space in their parking 
lots for the expected crowd. Spectators were 
shuttled to and from the lots and marina. 

"[t was over the top!" said Brunelle on 
Monday of the whole event.

recommended by the rules subcommit- 
tee. The sub-committee will combine the 
functions of the industrial relations, recre- 
ation, ad hoc condominium, ad hoc master 
plan, public safety, and ad hoc personnel 
subcommittees. Its broader purpose is to 
handle internal relations with town depart- 
ments and external relationships with the 
businesses and citizens in the community. 

The administrative subcommittee will 
handle administrative duties of the council, 
thus combining the functions of the utili- 
ties and street acceptance, licensing, and 
ad hoc sewer and reorganization subcom- 
mittees. 

The subcommittees went into effect fol- 
lowing one final meeting of the ad hoc sew- 
er committee, which was already scheduled 
to meet March 8. City Council President 
Christopher Johnson and Vice President 
Dennis Perry were scheduled to make sub- 
committee assignments, as well as select 
chairs and vice chairs for each of the four 
subcommittees by March 9. The selections 
were not announced at presstime. 

Discussion of the new subcommittees 
was very positive, as councilors agreed 
during a recent workshop that the number 
of smaller subcommittees had grown too 
large and it was time to focus the efforts of 
each committee. 

“This will help streamline agenda items 


and condense the focus of our subcommit- 
tees," Perry said. “It is important for us to 
do this now. This is going to help us be pro- 
active in the future." 

Councilor George Bitzas said he was 
pleased with the work accomplished by the 
council. 

“I do agree we have too many subcom- 
mittees," Bitzas said. “Sometimes less is 
more. We will have fewer meetings and 
more accomplishments." 

Councilors served on as many as four or 
five subcommittees. Then they would also 
have subcommittee responsibilities during 
the budget process. All budget subcommit- 
tees, including the school budget subcom- 
mittee, will remain in place and utilized 
during the budget cycle in April, May, and 
June. 

There were also several subcommittees 
which were utilized rarely, such as indus- 
trial relations and condominiums. Absorb- 
ing those functions with other committees 
will help save time, Johnson said. 

The rules and regulations subcommittee 
recommended passage of the new subcom- 
mittee format with the amendment on the 
name of the community relations subcom- 
mittee. They did discuss leaving the ad hoc 
sewer committee separate because it cur- 
rently serves a large function, but the full 
council ultimately decided to absorb it into 
the administrative subcommittee.
